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The Montana Natural Heritage Program (MTNHP) inventories and compiles data on the 
elements of biological diversity in Montana, including plant species, animal species, and plant 
communities that are known or suspected to be rare, endemic, disjunct, threatened, or 
endangered throughout their range or in Montana. 


The attached list of 369 plant taxa of special concern in Montana summarizes current status and 
county distribution. It has been developed from numerous sources including published and 
unpublished scientific literature, herbarium specimens, the Montana Rare Plant Project files 
(University of Montana), knowledgeable people, and field research. This plant list is revised as 
new data become available. Changes to the list since the most recent edition (Heidel 1994) are 
highlighted for quick reference, and they include additions to the state flora. List deletions are 
at the end and reflect new information on distribution and numbers. The publication "Sensitive, 
threatened and endangered vascular plants of Montana" (Lesica and Shelly 1991) provides 
supplemental details on habitat, phenology and other species information. Comments, 
suggestions and supporting data are welcome concerning list contents. 


A list of watch species is available separately. It includes species of limited distribution under 
no immediate threats, potentially rare species of unresolved taxonomic treatment, and other 
species that may be rare in the state but whose presence as a component of the native flora is 
held in question. 


In addition, botany reports and publications produced through the Montana Natural Heritage 
Program are available through Montana Natural Heritage Program or Interlibrary Loan. 


Information requests can be placed by calling or writing Montana Natural Heritage Program at 
the above address. Electronic access to current list information is available through the Internet 
via a hypermedia browser on World Wide Web (e.g. Mosaic or NetScape), using the address 
HTTP://NRIS.MSL.MT.GOV.

Taxa are evaluated and ranked on the basis of their global (rangewide) status and their statewide status. 
A scale of 1 (critically imperiled) to 5 (demonstrably secure) is used for these ranks, and each species is 
assigned the appropriate combination of global and state ranks. 


Global and state ranks are assigned according to a standardized procedure used by all Natural Heritage 
Programs, defined below.

"proposed." Watch species are no longer tracked by the Regional Office; list users are directed to contact the 
respective forests on these taxa. Nationwide sensitive species policy is under review as this list goes to press and list 
users are advised to check with the Region 1 Office of the U.S. Forest Service in Missoula for any changes to the list 
or definition of sensitive species as follows: SENSITIVE: a plant species, subspecies or variety, for which the 
Regional Forester has determined there is a concern for population viability within a state, as evidenced by a 
significant current or predicted downward trend in populations or habitat. All sensitive plants are known to occur on 
national forest land. This category may include federal candidates (C1, C2, 3C) or plants proposed for listing as 
threatened or endangered in the Federal Register. 


BLM status - The list of special status plant species under review by the Bureau of Land Management has not been 


released for adoption. List users are advised to check with the State Office of the BLM for any more current 
information.
